Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  I966. 

The- Estimated  Mid-Year  Home  Population  was  18,230 
persons,  this  being  40  more  than  in  1965*  Births  numbered  242 
(256  in  1965)  and  deaths  from  all  causes  236  (202  in  1965j. 
There  were  4  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  (l  in  1965)« 
Cancer  deaths  totalled  47  (42  in  I965),  and  of  these  the 
number  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung, and  bronchus  was  13  as 
compared  with  19  in  1965‘  Deaths  from  "Other  Heart  Disease" 
and  "Other  Circulatory  Disease"  together  numbered  53?  which 
was  more  than  double  the  number  for  I965  (26).  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents . 

Infectious  Disease.  With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  there 
v\ras  one  case  of  typhoid  fever,  and  respiratory  tuberculosis 
was  the  cause  of  two  deaths. 

Medical  ExamiiLations ,  Medical  examinations  of  staff  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Slum  Clearance  It  will  be  seen  later  in  m.y  report  that  the 
Slum  Clearance  Programme  for  the  years  1955  -  I960  is  not  yet 
complete.  Concerning  the  matter  of  the  condition  of  houses 
throughout  the  country  a  Report  by  the  Standards  of  Housing 
Fitness  Sub-Committee  of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee 
on  standards  of  housing  fitness  was  published  in  1966. 
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The  title  of  the  Report  is  ’’Our  Older  Homes  -  A  Call  for 
Action”.  The  terms  of  reference  of  this  Sub-Committee  were" to 
consider  the  practicability  of  specifying  objective  criteria 
for  the  purpose  of  slum  clearance,  rectification  of  disrepair 
and  other  housing  powers  relating  to  minimum  tolerable 
standards  of  housing  accommodation  and  to  make  recommendations". 
With  regard  to  the  improvement  of  houses,  the  Sub-Committee  go 
firther  than  the  present  12  point  standard  which  is  used  for 
discretionary  grants,  and  attach  great  importance  to  environ¬ 
mental  health  factors  -  freedom  from  excessive  noise,  smoke, 
dust,  vibration  and  offensive  smells;  also  provision  for 
enough  garaging  or  car  parking  space;  for  children’s  play 
spaces;  for  access  to  other  open  spaces,  schools  etc.  and  very 
important,  adequate  space  and  air  around  the  houses  or  flats. 

In  considering  unfit  houses,  they  recommend  several  additional 
items  to  those  listed  in  Section  4  of  the  Housing  Act,  195?. 
These  additional  items  include  freedom  from  internal  bad 
arrangement  (e.g.  narrow,  steep  or  winding  staircases, 
inadequate  landings  outsidebedrooms ,  and  a  bedroom  entered  only 
through  another  bedroom).  Here,  also  the  Sub-Committee  place 
great  importance  on  environmental  conditions.  This  Report  is 
being  studied  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
and  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Safety.  An  important  amendment  to  the  Oil  Heaters  Regulations 
1962  was  made  in  I966  by  the  Oil  Heaters  Regulations,  I966 
which  came  into  force  in  June  1966.  In  consequence  the  principal 
Regulations,  as  amended,  apply  to  all  oil  heaters  which  are 
offered  for  sale  (whether  new  or  second-hand)  irrespective  of 
their  date  of  manufacture.  Previously,  enforcement  of  the  lav/ 
had  been  difficult  because  it  is  not  easy  to  determine  whether 
a  particular  oil  heater  was  manufactured  before  or  after 
1st.  June,  1962. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  for  their  support,  also  the  other  Chief 
Officers  and  the  staff  of  my  department,  especially  Mr.  Goodbody, 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

Food  Poisoning  This  notification  related  to  a  child  who  was 
admitted  to  Southlands  Hospital  from  outside  the  District  suffering 
from  another  illness  and  routine  investigation  revealed  that  she 
was  also  suffering  from  food  poisoning. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  The  seven  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexa  were 
associated  with  hospital  confinements. 

Typhoid  Fever  One  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  a  person  who 
had  recently  retumed  from  a  holiday  abroad.  All  known  contacts 
were  kept  under  surveillance  and  faecal  specimens  taken  v/hore 
necessary.  No  further  cases  occurred.

Public  Health  fLeprosy^  Regulations,  1966 

The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  I966  came  into 
operation  on  1st  March,  I966.  These  Regulations  provide  for  the 
notification  by  Medical  Practitioners  to  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  of  all  cases  of  leprosy,  and  for  the  transmission  of  this 
information  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of  carriers  of 
pathogenic  organisms,  specimens  of  various  kinds  are  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Luring  I966,  39  specimens  in  connection  with 
infectious  disease  were  submitted  for  examination. 

International  Sanitary  Regulations 

Luring  the  year  IO42  International  Vaccination  Certificates 
were  duly  authenticated.  These  were  for  vaccinations  against 
Smallpox,  Cholera,  Typhoid  Fever  and  Paratyphoid  Fever.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


Tho  Brighton  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  for  the 
District  and  it  supplies  all  but  4  houses  with  a  direct  supply. 

These  4  houses  are  provided  with  a  supply  from  tho  North  West 
Sussex  Water  Board.  ^ 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J .L.Fairbank,  A.M.I.C.E.j  M.I.W.E,, 
Engineer  and  Manager,  Brighton  Corporation  Water  Dopax’-taent  for  the 
follov/ing  information  about  the  water  supply  to  the  District 
during  I966. 

1.  Tho  v^rator  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality. 

2.  Bacteriological  examination  of  raw  waters  were  made  at  weekly 
intervals  in  the  Department’s  Laboratory  except  in  certain  instances 
where  bacteriological  pollution  was  present  in  any  raw  water  when 
samples  wore  examined  daily.  Tho  treated  v/ators  at  all  Stations 
have  been  examined  on  a  daily  basis.  The  total  number  of  raw  and 
treated  water  samples  taken  from  the  Pumping  Stations  together 
with  a  summary  of  the  bacteriological  results  obtained  is  given 
below.

Colony  counts  at' 22^C.  after  three  days  and  37°C  after  one 
day’s  incubation  wqtq,  except  in  the  case  of  Mile  Oak,  generally 
loY’T  in  number.  Three  samples  of  treated  waters  out  of  a  total  of 
•3221  examined  showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms.  It  is 
felt,  in  view  of  the  presence  of  tho  correct  amount  of  chloramine 
in  each  of  those  samples,  that  such  results  were  due  possibly  to 
faulty  saimpling  or  examination  technique. 
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Daily  saoplos  of  raw  and  trcatod  waters  v/cro  again  taken  at 
Mile  Oak  Pumping  Station  from  30th  June  to  30th  December  as  a 
result  of  pollution  of  the  underground  water  following  upon  heavy 
rainfall  during  Juno  of  last  year.  The  pollution  was  of  such  a 
nature  that  the  Surveyor  of  the  Portslade  Urban  District  Council 
was  requested  to  examine  further  the  sewer  in  the  Mile  Oak  area, 
even  though  this  had  been  investigated  and  repaired  in  the  vicinity 
of  Mile  Oak  Pumping  Station  during  the  latter  half  of  19^5 •  The 
results  obtained  during  December  of  1^66  show  that  as  faults  in  the 
sewerage  system  are  uncovered  and  repaired,  pollution  of  this  water 
is  getting  progressively  loss.  Abbreviated  chemical  examinations 
wore  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals  throughout  the  year  on  all  raw 
waters  and  a  general  chemical  and  mineral  examination  has  been  made 
on  six  samples  of  each  of  the  Department’s  sources.  Copies  of  the 
reports  on  those  examinations  made  on  all  raw  waters  ii  November 
1966  arc  appended.  * 

Bacteriological  examinations  together  with  chloramine 
determinations  have  also  been  made  on  974  samples  of  water  from 
service  reservoirs.  Of  this  total  seven  samples  showed  the  presence 
of  coliform  organisms  in  low  numbers.  Two  of  those  wore  taken  from 
Tolscombe  Reservoir,  two  from  Lancing  North  Reservoir  and  one  from 
High  Park  Reservoir. 

A  total  number  of  9395  samples  wore ' examined  in  the  Department’s 
Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these,  3 >37 3  samples  were  submitted 
from  the  Worthing  Water  Department. 

3.  Since  all  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is  little- 
likelihood  of  any  plumbo  solvent  action  and  no  evidence  of  such 
action  is  apparent. 

4.  Chlorination  v/ith  post  ammoniation  of  all  raw  Y/ators  is 
practised  continuously  with  the  exception  of  the  pumping  stations 
at  Patcham,  Mile  Oak,  Sompting  and  Lewes  Road,  v/hore  super  and 
dechlorination  is  utilised  before  the  addition  of  ammonia  to  form 
chloramine  in  the  final  treated  water. 

In  the  event  of  an^'  raw  water  showing  evidence  of  bacterial 
pollution,  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals  and  a  survey  of 
the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  cause  of  such 
pollution.  In  addition,  if  it  is  considered  necessary  appropriate 
adjustment  of  those  gas  dosages  used  in  the  sterilisation  process 
is  made. 

With  respect  to  the  Shoreham-by-Sea  District,  copies  of  the 
reports  on  samples  taken  from  the  Shoreham  Pumping  Station,  Mile  Oak 
Pumping  Station  and  Sompting  Pumping  Station  respectively  are  given 
In  the  Table  v/hich  follows.

Tho  services  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
and  with  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Surveyor. 

Tho  sewage  from  tho  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  either 
gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  large  underground  storage  tank 
holding  a  million  gallons  at  the  extreme  end  of  Dolphin  Road, 
(eastern  end).  The  tank  is  connected  by  a  45"  diameter  sower  to 
the  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sewage  Board* s  sea  outfall 
which  it  joins  in  Albion  Street,  Southwick,  and  which  extends 
under  the  harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  to  tho  sea  from  the 
foreshore  of  approximately  1,000  feet. 

The  tank  is  discharged  tv\fice  every  twenty-four  hours 
through  this  outfall  together  with  sewage  from  Southwick,  Portslade, 
and  a  small  part  of  Hove.  The  discharge  takes  place  during  a 
period  of  approximately  tv/o  hours  commencing  one  and  a  half  hours 
after  each  high  v;ator.  Apart  from  rough  screening  no  treatment 
of  the  sewage  takes  place. 

A  scheme  for  tho  improvement  and  renewal  of  pumping  plant 
to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  existing  system  on  Shoreham  Beach, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  future  development  in  the  North  Eastern  area 
of  this  locality,  which  was  started  in  November  1965  was 
completed  in  I966. 

Practically  all  the  premises  in  the  District  are  on  main 
drainage.  A  number  of  cesspools  do  exist.  Tho  premises  drained 
by  them  are  mainly  residential  properties  on  Shoreham  Beach,  but 
a  few  industrial  premises  also  are  drained  by  cesspoole.  Tho 
cesspools  are  emptied  by  moans  of  a  mechanical  cesspool  emptier, 
this  service  being  provided  by  the  Council  on  request. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  in  tho 
District.  It  is  taken  for  disposal  to  the  Disposal  Plant  at 
Halev;ick  Lane,  Sompting,  which  is  jointly  used  by  the  V/orthing 
Rural  District  Council,  the  Shorehara-by-Soa  Urban  District 
Council,  the  Southwick  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Portslade 
Urban  District  Council.  Dustbins  are  provided  and  maintained 
by  the  householder. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS  I936  AHL  I96I 

LrainapiQ  68  complaints  v/ere  rocoivod  concerning  defective  or 
obstructed  drains  and  227  visits  were  made  in  connection 
therevfith.  22  informal  notices  were  served  and  in  2  cases  it  was 
necessary  to  follow  this  v/ith  a  Statutory  Notice. 

Dustbins  Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householder 
and  failure  to  maintain  dustbins  in  a  proper  state  of  repair  gives 
rise  xo  a  nuisance. 

During  I966  complaints  received  numbered  and  6  visits 
wore  made  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 

1  informal  notice  was  served  relating  to  the  provision 
of  a  new  dustbin. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  3  houses  comprising  I3  rooms  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and  were  disinfested. 

7  houses  v/ere  treated  for  other  insect  infestations. 

Infested  houses  are  treated  with  liquid  insecticides  or 
gammexene  smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  cf 
Council  houses  are  examined  v;here  necessary  for  the  presence  of 
vermin  and  treated  as  above. 

22  other  premises  comprising  113  rooms  were  treated  for 
insects.  The  treatments  carried  out  under  this  heading  were 
mainly  for  cockroaches. 

Insectidos  used  wore  pybuthrin,  gammexene  and  insecticidal 

lacquer. 

Woodworm  in  Council  Houses 

The  treatment  of  Council  houses  v/as  continued  during 
the  year.  Pour  pre-war  Council  houses  were  given  a  secondary 
treatment. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District. 

Offensive  Trades  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936  schedules  certain 
offensive  trades  and  no  person  shall  establish  any  of  those  trades 
without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  trades  scheduled 
are  those  of  blood  boiler,  blood  drier,  bone  boiler,  fat  extractor, 
fat  no It or,  fcllmongor,  glue  maker,  gut  scraper,  rag  and  bone 
dealer,  size  maker,  soap  boiler,  tallow  raelter,  tripe  boiler. 
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There  is  one  Offensive  Trade  business  in  the  District. 

In  addition  to  the  Offensive  Trade  business,  the  process  of 
hydrolysis  of  feathers  is  carried  out  on  the  same  premises.  This 
process  is  registerable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Alkali  Etc., 
Works  Regulations  Act,  I9O6  (as  extended  by  the  Alkali  Etc.  Works 
Orders,  I928-I963)  and  was  registered  under  the  Act  in  August  1965* 
In  consequence  of  this  registration  the  process  came  under  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate  and  the  District  Inspector  of  Alkali  etc. 

Works  visited  the  premises  on  a  number  of  occasions  in  I966.  and 
recommendations  made  by  him  wore  carried  out  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
Plant  installed  was  successful  in  removing  Hydrogen  Sulphide  from 
the  v/aste  gases  being  discharged  into  the  atmosphere. 

During  I966,  61  complaints  v;ere  received  of  offensive 
odours,  many  of  which  wore  alleged  to  have  emanated  from  the 
premises  while  feather  processing  was  being  carried  out.  All 
complaints  were  investigated  and  some  were  traced  to  a  sov/er 
outfall  discharging  waste  water  originating  from  the  fume  cleansing 
plant  at  the  same  premises.  Consideration  was  being  given  by  the 
Council  to  the  need  for  this  effluent  to  be  taken  into  the  Council’s 
main  drainage  system. 

Observations  and  investigations  into  complaints  were 
continuing  with  a  view  to  further  reducing  any  emission  of  offensive 
odours.

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Public  Swiianing:  Baths  There  are  no  public  swimning  baths  in  the 
District,  but  at  the  King’s  Manor  Girls’  School  and  Buckingham 
Road  Junior  School  there  are  open  air  swimming  pools  for  the  use 
of  the  schoolchildren.

The  purification  of  the  water  in  the  pools  is  carried  out  by  a 
process  of  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Hairdressers  and  Barbers  Byelaws  made  under  Section  77  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  I96I  as  to  hairdressers  and  barbers  are  in 
operation  and  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  securing  cleanliness 
of  the  premises,  of  the  instruments  and  equipment  and  of  the 
hairdresser’s  person  and  clothing. 

There  are  4  men’s  hairdressers  and  13  ladies*  hairdressers 
in  the  District  known  to  the  Department.  Twenty-nine  inspections 
have  been  made  of  GhoB:.  ,::c3niisos.  A  number  of  minor  contraventions 
were  found  and  these  ne::  remedied  follo?/ing  informal  action. 

Mortuary  The  Council  rr'^vidcs  a  Public  Mortuary  in  the  District 
at  which  there  are  fc.e  ■  lixics  for  post-mortems.  By  arrangement 
with  the  respective  Councils,  bodies  from  the  Southwick  Urban 
District  and  from  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  are  received 
into  the  Mortuary.  80  bodies  were  received  into  the  mortuary  in  I966. 

Pigeons  and  other  Birds  Section  74  of  the  Public  Health  Act  I96I 
empowers  a  local  authority  to  deal  with  nuisances  caused,  within 
any  built-up  area,  by  doves,  pigeons,  starlings  or  sparrows. 

During  the  year  II6  pigeons  were  caught  and  destroyed* 

PET  AIBCvIALS  ACT  1951 

This  Act  requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  pet  shop 
except  under  the  authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  local 
authority.  Before  a  licence  is  granted  certain  conditions  must 
bo  complied  with. 

The  number  of  licences  in  the  District  is  three,  there 
having  been  no  changes  during  the  year.

Five  complaints  were  made  concerning  smoko  nuisance  from 
garden  bonfires  and  a  number  of  enquiries  were  received  as  to 
y/hen  it  is  permitted  to  light  up  a  bonfire.  There  is  some  confusion 
generally  concerning  the  alleged  rights  of  individuals  to  have 
bonfires  at  certain  times  of  the  day.

This  Act  makes  provision  in  respect  of  the  control  of 
noise  and  vibration  with  a  view  to  their  abatement. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  during  I966  and  the 
alleged  sources  of  the  noiee  included  a  dredger  in  the  harbour, 
a  drill  used  on  building  work,  the  loading  and  unloading  of 
vehicles  during  the  night,  panel  beating,  late  night  parties, 
repairing  of  car  engines  in  the  garage  of  a  private  house, 
and  the  operating  of  factory  machinery. 

Those  complaints  v/ere  investigated  and  action  to  abate  the 
the  nuisance  suggested.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
a  Notice  under  the  provisions  of  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  Two  complaints  of  vibration  from  a  near-by  factory 
were  not  confirmed  and  the  cause  of  the  trouble  was  thought  to  be 
heavy  traffic  on  the  main  road. 

PBEVENTION  OF  BY  PESTS  ACT  I949 

The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  make  permanent  provision 
for  preventing  loss  of  food  by  infestation.

Below  are  details  of  substantiated  complaints  received  from 
persons  v/ho  felt  that  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  An  investigation  was  made  of  these  complaints 
and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were  informed  and  invited 
to  submit  explanations. 

Two  complaints  related  to  mould  on  bread,  one  to  mould  on

Three  complaints  were  of  foreign  matter  in  the  food  vizs 
bottle  of  blackcurrant  cordial  containing  glass,  canned  grapefruit 
containing  *whito  specks*  and  a  sausage  roll  containing  *a  dark 
brown  suSDStance*.  Analysis  of  the  last  two  items  by  the  Public 
Analyst  revealed  that  the  substances  v/ere  harmless.  One  complaint

An  authorised  officer 
of  a  Council  may  at  all  reasonable  times  examine  any  food  intended 
for  human  consumption  which  has  been  sold,  or  is  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in  the  possession  of,  or  has  been 
deposited  with  or  consigned  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  sale 
or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and,  if  it  appears  to  him  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption,  may  seize  it  and  remove  it  in  order  to 
have  it  dealt  with  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the 
year,  but  requests  were  received  from  tradespeople  for  examination 
of  suspected  food.

Biological  ^,^ination.. of  ^  Samples  of  Untreated  (farm  bottled) 
milk  are  sent  at  intervals  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus 
and  the  brucella  organism. 

In  1966  the  reports  on  20  samples  sent  for  examination  were 
received.  All  the  reports  were  satisfactory  as  regards  the 
tubercle  bacillus.

FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  I96I,  District  Councils  have  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health  and  welfare 
provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according  to  whether  the 
factory  is  a  power  factory  or  a  non-power  factory,  i.e,  whether 
mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  arainago  of  floors  and  sanitary  conveni¬ 
ences. 


In  power  factories  the  0,00.3^  duty  of  the  District  Coimcil 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement  relating 
to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

The  law  relating  to  outworkers  is  dealt  v/ith  in  Sections  133 
and  134)  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outwork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier 
in  the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed 
by  them  as  outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  bo  sent  to  the  Local  Authority 
where  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of  employment  of  the 
outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the  factory  is  situated 
the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to  forward  the  name  and 
address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate  District  Coimcil. 

Section  134  of  fiio  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  promises. 
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BgIov/  is  a  list  of  the  factories  registored  In  tho 
District  and  on  following  pages  aro  tables  showing  the  proscribed 
particulars  which  are  required  by  Section  153  (l)  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1961  to  be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their 
Annual  Reports  with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I  and  VIII  of 
that  act  which  are  administered  by  the  District  Council.

This  Act,  which  makes  provision  for  securing  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  in  these  premises  came  into 
force  in  1964»  Two  Public  Health  Inspectors  appointed  under 
Section  52  (l)  of  the  Act  carry  out  these  duties  as  part  of  their 
duties  as  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Ho  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  operation  of 
the  general  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Consultation  with  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  has  resolved 
some  problems  of  demarcation  in  connection  with  registration  of 
premises. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  all  registered  premises  had  received 
at  least  one  general  inspection  since  the  coming  into  operation  of 
the  Act.  There  have  been  no  exemptions. 

Below  Table  A  shows  the  number  of  premises  registered,  their 
classification,  and  the  number  which  had  received  a  general 
inspection  by  the  end  of  the  year.
